A dtapateh from Paard.- btTg pub- 
Uthed in tlM Dally Chronicle and dated 
Feb. 14, aajn: "A balloon haa dlicov- 
•rtu the enemy well covered by a sys 
tern 9t barrswing in the river bank, 
which resembles a rabbit-warrea and 
affords shell-proof positions." 

This perhaps, more than any other 
elrcumatance. ezplalna why what is 
looked upon here as General Cronjc s 
death Itrugsle, is prolongt tl. Thus it 
will not be much of a surprise it the 
anniversary of Haldba hill, Peb. 27, 
pass without being marked by the sur- 
render or annihilation of the gallant 
band so ovcrwholnilngly hemmed in, 
though the closeness of the investment 
appears open to criticism. Small 
bodies of Boera apparently are able to 
make their escape, causing comparison 
here between the Boers nifthods of in- 
vestment, with their quickly dug, sur- 
rounding trenches and Impassable 
barbed wire, and those of the British. 

The military critics, though little 
brttPr inforiTU'd as to the commander- 
in-chief's motives than the public, are 
inclining to the view that though the 
main cause of the prolongation of the 
Paardeberg tragedy undoubtedly con- 
sists in Lord Roberts being unwilling 
to rlsl( the great loss of life which an 
assault would entail, his delay is also 
prompted by the snbpidiary motive of 
attracting to I'aardebcrg ua many re- 
inforcing and relieving Boer units as 
Will come, feeling strong enough to 
treat them a* Qeneral Joobert treated 
General Buller's attempts to relieve 
Ladysmith. In other words. Lord 
Roberts holds a position almost an 
analogous with that held so long by 
the fioers at Ladysmith. 

Ah General Cronje is reported to 
have plenty of food, the plan of starv- 
ing him out can scarcely avail, bo Lord 
Roberts must either wait until his 
ammunition, which Is said 4o be short, 

runs out. ( I- tl;i;se of General Cronje's 
force who are counselling surrender, 
prevail. 8o lAdeflnite is the informa- 
tion that either of these alternatives 
may occur at any moment. 

In tlie meanwhile, Lord Roberts' en- 
gineers are sapping steadily towards 
the Boer laager, and, according to .'\ 
special from Paardeberg, dated Sun- 
day, Feb. 25, the cordon Is gradually 
drawing closer. 

General Buller's march on Lady- 
smith is being marked by sharp light- 
ing. A Pletermarltzhurg dispatch says 
he is still heavily engaged in fighting.

Milwauke-), Feb. 26.— The Unite 1 
■tate Milling company, generally 

known as the flour trust, went lu 
pieces Saturday afternoon, but the fact 
did not b( . nne known fur 48 hours, 
when Judge Jenkins, in proceedings 
ancillary to the United States court 
of New Jers'cy, appointed three le- 
ceivers for the company, two of whom 
are now in charge of the property. 

The receivers are Daniel Thomas of 
New York, Charlta K. Kimball of Sum- 
mit, N. J., and Albert C. Loring of 
Minneapolis. The collapse of the 
company was due, i. is said, to inabil- 
ity to float its securities on the open 
market. 

r,r(n-p.(' William Rallou, the stock- 
holder who instituted the suit in which 
the receivers were appointed, made the 
following statement concerning the 
causes leading to the failure of the 
company: 

"In the org;ani7.atlon of the comp.iny 
It had been lioped that sudicient means 
would be provided for the purchase of 
the property reqOlred by the company 
and to supply Eufflcient working capi- 
tal to carry on its uu.-iiness by the sale 
of its first mortgage collateral gold 
bonds, but because oi the tight money 
market and depression in industrial 
iiecuritie«j, tho company wa.s unable 
to carry out the plan and was obliged 
to resort to borrowing money on Its 
collateral trust bonds and otherwise 
urged to secure a temporary loan by 
It.s issue of .so-called trust bonds, and 
further by the failure of this plan 
by borrowing in open market. 

"The money so borrowed constitutes 
the floating indebtedness, which 
amounts to $1,0n5.r.0S, of which $144,- 
365 is due and $394, boO is on demand 
loans." 

The United States milling company 
was formed with a capital stock of 

$23,000,000 on April 27, 1SS9. having 
secured control of several flour mill- 
ing propertiea la tho northwaat and 
east. 

The proceedings will have to be In- 
stituted in every circuit where the 
company owns property. The bond 
fixed by the New Jersey court Is $100,- 
000 in each case. Judge Jenkins re- 
quires them to give an additional hond 
of $25,000 each. While the original 
suit is iu New Jersey, the greatest liti- 
gation will probably be in Wisconsin, 
as the majority of the company's 
property Is In this state. 

Mr. Ballou is a resident of New Jer- 
sey, but his bill tiled In the I'nited 
States court in Milwaukee goes into 
great detail. Mr. ilallou says he has 
made a careful investigation of the 
affairs of the company, and is satisfied 
that it is wholly insolvent. 

Mot Mneh Cash. 

The company, Mr. Ballou sets forth, 
will be unable to meet any of its obli- 
gations a» they mature. Its cash in 
the bank is but $1,000, and it has no 
bills or aocouBts rsceivable the pro- 
ceeds ot whleh would be sufficient to 
meet the matured and maturing obli- 
gations. 

The quick assets of the other mills, 
Mr. Ballou sets forth, do not exceed 
$560,000, and consist chiefly of flour, 
bags and stock on hand, of which but 
a small portion could be converted into 
cash without great sacrifice. 

The capital ot the company is divid- 
ed into 2S0.000 shares, of the value of 
$100 each. Mr. Ballou owns $50,000 
worth of the stock. On May 1, 1899, 
the company mortgaged all of its prop- 
isrtles to the Central Trust company 
of New York to secure an Isaue of 
$15,000,000 6 per cent gold bonds, of 
which $6,004,000 have been floated. On 
Nov. 16, 1899, the company mortgaged 
$750,000 of the gold bonds and 9.000 
shares of the preferred stock of the 
Northwestern Consolidated Milling 
company to secure an issuance of 
$3,000,000 trust oonds, of which $1,077,- 
000 have been placed on the market, 
the total amount ot the bonds floated 
being $7,081,000. On top of theee the 
compitnv has outstanding $1,600,000 of 
its first mortgage bonds pledged as 
eoUatainl. and $1,496,000 deposited 
with the Central Trust company tfi be 
exchanged for an equal amount of the 
Meeker Jonps-.leweli company and 
$391,000 pledged as further collateral. 

In th%>order appointing the receivers 
they are directed .o proceed with the 
operation of such of the mills as have 
not been shut down, and they are re- 
quired to proceed to carry oat eon- 
tracU on hand.

Washington, Feb. 26.— The Repub- 
lican leaders after an hour'a consulta- 
tion with Speaker Henderson over the 

I'orto Rican tariff bill announced em- 
phatically that the bill would be mod-' 
ifled, and that as modified It would 
pass. The changes which the leaden 
have decided upon are a further reduc- 
tion of the duties to be levied upon 
American goods imported into Porto 
Rico, and upon Porto RIcan goods into 
the United States from 26 per cent ot 
the American taritr, as provided in the 

bill, to 10 per cent. The bill is also to 
be made temporary in its character. 
It is only to continue in force until a 
general law for raising revenue for the 
island can be framed. Representative 
Towney of .MiniK n;ioli.^, tlic Repub- 
lican wiiip, after canvassing the situa- 
tion, said that only Ave Republican 
votes would be cast against the com- 
promise measure. 

Shortly ;;fter riiiivtnini; the house 
resumed the debate on the I^orto Rican 
tariff bill. There v.ere few members 
upon the floor, but the leaders on both 
sides were active. Mr. Payne (N. Y.), 
the floor leader, announced that no 
compromise had been made with the 
dissatisfled Republicans, and there 
would be a conference later. The 
leaders have decided to extend the 
general debate anctlier day. 

When Mr. Payne preferred the re- 
quest for the extension of time, Mr. 
Richardson, the Democratic leader, 
said: "This Is a remarkable request to 
come from tho majority. We construe 
it to be a frank and candid confession 
that they have brought here a bad bill, 
and an admission in open house to the 
country that they have not votes 
enough to pass it." 

The Democrats, he continued, were 
always magnanimous. They would 
not strike their foes when they were 
down, and they were not disposed to 
take advantage of the pitiable situa- 
tion on the other side of the aisle. 
Still they felt that some terms should 
be imposed, and he demanded as con- 
ditions to an extension, a night ses- 
sion and permission to offer a substi- 
tute in the house on Wednesday, when 
the flnal vote was to be taken. With 
these "conditions," uS remarked bland- 
ly the minority would grant the "en- 
treaty" of the majority. Mr. Fayna 
smilingly replied that he appreciated 
the "generosity" of the other side, and 
not to be outdone in magnanimity hO 
would agree to the terms. 

.Mr. Hartiett then look the floor with 
a half hour's speech against the bill. 
He laid down as an elementary prin- 
ciple of International law that when- 
ever a country, whether empire, mon- 
archy or repul)li(. acquired territory 
by conquest, by purchase or treaty, 
that territory becaire a part of such 
country and subject to he;- law.?. 

There was one consolation, he said, 
for those V. lio believed this bill was 
unconstitutional. Whatever this con- 
gress might do, however they might 
trim down, shade or override thf sec- 
tions of the constitution, there was a 
court whit h was the greatest that ever 
sat upon a bench, and would, if guided 
by prior decisions ot that grand 
tribunal, hold to the Indestructible 
prim iplc of the cunstitution, which 
were our only safety and hope for th> 
perpetuation of the republic. 

Lenham (Tex. in opposing the bill 
declared that the Porto Rlcans were 
either Americana or aliens. There 
could he no such thing as separating 
and dividing the immunUlet and prtv- 
Ilegei of Amerlean clttsettshlp. The 
Inhabitants of the island, he Insisted, 
were entitled to unrestricted free trade 
with tho United Btatea. It an Imporlnl 
policy was sei up it could but ond la 
the downfall ot the republic.

He is the eldest son of an 
hereditary Ameer and wonld inherit the 
cptates of his father, but at fourteen 
years of age he was permitted to come 
to America with an uncle for the first 
time and remained long enough to be- 
come interested in the achoota and edu- 
cational facilities of tlic United States. 

On hia return to his home he endeav- 
ored to enliat the aympathiea of his 
father in Ills desire to do something for 
his own country in this line and insisted 
on being permitted to return to America 
to complete hip own education. His 
father, although a ricli man in Syria, ow- 
ing to the difference in purcbaaing power 
of the money of two countriea, waa un- 
willing to spend the necessary amount, 
until by the aid of missionaries an agree- 
ment waa entered upon by which Pbarea 
relinqaisbed hia titlee to the eatatea, and 
after a year and a half's absence he re- 
turned to America. He bad noticed 
the Intereat that all tonriata take in 
oriental costtimes. That pn;;i?e8te(l the 
i<lea of lecturing on the life and customs 
of the orientals, illustrating hia lectures 
with living models wearing the costumes 
of the people of the Eaat. Hia father 
fumiabed him with the neceaaary equip- 
ment, and ainoe hia retnm he devotee a 
part of each year to the leetore plat- 
form. He has lectured before muny 
leading univeraitiea, in many of our 
larger dtiea and waa one of the leeding 
attractions at the N. Y. OtMOtanqaa a 
season or two ago.
